The action today ends a tie-up of 
the soft-coal industry of more than 
five weeks’ duration and one that 
was more far-reaching in its effects 
than any other in the history of the 
country. As a result of the strike.

MANY HOURS OF DEBATE. 


The decision came after many 
hours of debate in which the radical 
element made incendiary speeches 
against operators and others in- 
terested in settlement of the strike 
and for a time threatened to defeat 
efforts to settle it at this time. The 
conservative element, led by Act- 
ing President Lewis and Secretary- 
Treasurer Green, gained control of 
the situation this morning and sue- 
ceeded in putting down practicallr 
all opposition by the time the ques- 
tion came to a vote. 

One concession was made to the 
radicals. The convention agreed tr 
the calling of a genera! convention 
of the miners at a future date, at 
which time the action and reasons 
of the general committee will be 
explained fully. The opponents of 
acceptance of the President's plan 
made their fight principally on the 
theory that only a general conven- 


‘tion of the mine workers had power 


to call off the strike. 

Members of the General Commit- 
tee tonight refused steadfastly to 
make public the name of the dele- 
gate who cast the dissenting vote. 


STATEMENTS BY PALMER. 


Two statements were given out 
following adjournment of the con- 
ference by Atty.-Gen. Palmer, who 
first su the President's pro- 
posal to Acting President Lewis and 
Secretary-Treasurer Green at a con- 
ference in Washington last Saturday 
and came to Indianapolis to await 
the outcome of consideration of the 


Mr. Palmer’s first Statement ex- 
pressed his gratification at the de- 
cision of the miners and compli- 
mented Mr. Lewis and Mr. Green for 
“their wise and patriotic actior.”

This 
means the men shall be taken back 
to work in all mines in the posi- 
tions and upon the terms of their 
contracts of employment then exist- 
ing; and it its confidently expected 
the mine owners will accede to the 
government's earnest request that 
the status quo of October 31 be 
promptly re-established, that peace- 
ful relations between employer and 
employee in all parts of the mining 
fields may be immediately resumed. 
I am asking the Governors of all 
coal-mining States to co-operate in 
the effort to bring this about.” 

GLAD STRIKE IS ENDED. 


Expressing gratification that the 
strike was ended, a statement ob- 
tained by long-distance telephone 
from the executive committee of the 
National Bituminous Coal Opera- 
tors’ Association in Washington was 
given out by local operators.

It was explained that 
the decrease in yield has not been 
due te impoverished iand, but 
rather to degeneracy in seed stock.
